Nation is Shipwreck’d and undone, it muft be atthe very Encrance of ber Port of Deliverance, 
in the fight of her Safety, that Providence holds out to her the Means of a fafe Eftablifhment, a 
Profperous Trade, aregular; eafily fupplied Navy, and a General Reformation both -in Man 
ners an Methods in Church and State.

Shall I venture to fay, the Door is not open’d for Honeft and Dilinterefted Propo‘ers, to offer 
at the Publick Good, who tho’ chey feek no Reward, cannot have the due Honour of having ferv’d 
their Country, when they have done it At the fame time Noilie and Smportunate Proje 
tors, whofe Prepofterous Schemes fill’d us with Deficiencies and Reproach, and whule privat 
Gain has been the Subftance of their Specious Appearances, have been entertain’d with fuch 
forwardnefs, and their blind Projeéts foembrac’d, that they Infulr the Town, as if their Gover- 
nours could not rule without’em, and no Aa he of Matters but themfelves. : 

When Tradefinen fail, and-100 Honeft Families tink under ‘the Villany of one, as of late, how 
eajily. might ouc Governours have prevented fuch Difafters, by Laws of Equality and Temper, in- 
ftead of late A&ts of Partiament, which make Debtors Defperate, and direétsa Man, whofe Prime 
ciple is bad before, to be athorow Pac’d Cheat, becaufe the Laws Enconrages a Creditomentire-_ 
ly .toRuinehim, and‘make hima Prifoner for Life, tho” he were never {o Honett. by 

I believe, "tis a thing unheard of-in thefe Parts of the World, that ever the Laws of a Land 
fhould put the Power of Life and Death into the Hands of a Mercilefs Creditor, tho’ the Debtor 
be entirely Jmpoverifh’d, Unable, and Honeft ; nay, by whatfoever Accident he becomes In- 
solvent. 

If I fearch this Barbarity to the Bottom ia the enfuing Papers, and plainly tell the Woritl 
Wow Unchriftian, how Iohumane, and how Unworthy the Ewzih Nation, fucha Praétice is, I 
bope our Governonrs, inftead of refenting my plainnefs, will confider the Cafe of feveral hun- 
dred Perfons now Starving in Gaol, whofe Commitment is a D2ad Warrant, whom even the 
Queens Prerogative cannot releafe, who are doom’d to Die in Prifon, a Punifhment, which *tis 
im poihble they can deferve as Debcors. 

Among thefe they will find Men of Honour, of Families, and which is worft, Men of Honefty, 
who have flourifh’d in Trade, and who have liv’d handfomly, but reduc’d by Lofles and Diffge 
ftegs, as we fee lately Honeft Men may be. 

Fhe.Crueity of this Law, makes Debtors run Extravagant Lengths, makes them that fee they 
caanot fland; refolve to fall with Advantage ; and refolving not to Perifh in Gaol, they yentuse
